New Jersey, . Maryland, 
Kentucky. 


Wisconsin and Illinois. He -had held 
pastorates In Dover, LaSulle. Amuoy, 
Princeton and Greenville, In Illinois, 
before going to Chicago In 1889. 


Mr. Jones mnrrleil Sarah Ell/abetii 


Vnllence nt Orristown, Pa.. In 1852. 
and In '.1867- became a Royal Arch 
Mason. He Is survived by his widow 
and three-sons and three daughters.

of truth, for the average New York 
er knows as little about tlie west ,as 
docs tln\ avci-.w westd'ncr*. about 
tin.- _east. This kind of Ignorance Is 
JncrcasitiK rather than decreasing he- 
cause of changed renditions. 


Many of the substantial western 


towns and cities were founded, half 
a century aj;o, by enterprising young 
men from the cast. For years thest!

Under 
this system of division of moneys 
there Is no incentive to lay up heats, 
as a horso that has the ability to win 
loses Its chance for first money by not 
doing Its best to capture the flrst heat. 
Under this'unique administration It is 
expected that every heat will result In 
a brilliant contest, in which the best 
horse will finish first.
